Examiner's Comments 

1. This action is in response to applicant's amendment filed 12/7/2006. 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 11/3/2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent granted 
on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 6,527,147 has been reviewed 
and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Examiner's Amendment 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. With respect to claim 53, the 
prior art of record fails to anticipate or show in combination all the features of applicant's invention, 
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specifically the combination of a dunnage forming machine that creates air-filled dunnage pouches, 
accumulates the dunnage, dispenses the dunnage via a mechanism of counter-rotating brushes that have 
bristles spaced to define dunnage receiving spaces and a dunnage accumulation sensor that sends 
signals to produce more dunnage when a predetermined low volume level is detected. While producing 
dunnage and dispensing it to various locations and/or to various packages, the prior art of record does 
not show such specific structure and mechanisms for doing so and it is the Examiner's opinion that it 
would not be obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to combine references in order to arrive at 
applicant's invention.
